A new highway, with an 
sting strip of animated nature, 
boon explored and big game 
t i located, which will delight 
lim es, ah i extended the Eskimo 
Att; 
ita n d batt been discovered on which 
the earth's northernmost rocks, 
triangle of 30,000 square miles has 
cut out of tho terrestial unknown, 
o expedition was the outcome of a 
immer cruise in the Arctic seas on 
ie schooner Bradley, which arrived 
the limits of navigation iii Smith 
Hind late in August, 1907. Here 
auditions were found to launch a 


sen and the men suffered severely, 
but we soon found the game trails 
"along which tho way was easy. 
"We forced through Nansen sound 
to land’s end. 
In this march wo se­ 
cured 101 musk oxen, seven bears and 
286 hares. 
We pushed out into the 
Polar sea from the southern point of 
Herbert island on March 
18. 
Six 
eskimos returned from here. With 


four men and 46 dogs moving supplies 
for eighty days, the crossing of the 
clrcum-polar pack was begun. 
Three 
days later two other Eskimos form­ 
ing the last supporting party returned 
and the trials had now been reduced 
by the survival of the fittest. 
The 
two best men and 26 dogs were 
picked for the final effort. 
‘There before us in an unknown line 
of 460 miles lay our goal. 
The first 
days provided long marches and we 
made encouraging progress. 
A big 
lead which separated the land from 
the ice of the central pack was 
crossed with little delay. The low 
temperature was persistent and the 
winds 
made 
life 
a torture. 
But 
cooped up in our snow house, eating 
dried beef tallow and drinking hot 
tea, there were some animal comfort 
occasionally to be gained.

venture to the Pole. J. R. Bradley 
liberally supplied from his vessel 
suitable provisions for local use. 
My 
own equipment for emergencies served 
well for every purpose in the Arctic. 
Combination Was Lucky. 
"Many Eskimos had gathered on 
the Greenland shores at Annatoak for 
the winter bear hunt. Immense quan­ 
tities of meat had been collected and 
about the camp were plenty of strong 
dogs. The combination was lucky, 
for there was good material for equip­ 
ment. All that was required was con­ 
veniently arranged for at a point only 
700 miles from the Boreal center. 
A 
house and workshop were built of 
pocking boxes by willing hands and 
this northermost tribe of 250 people 
set themselves to the problem of de­ 
vising a suitable outfit. Before the 
end of the long winter night we were 
ready for the enterprise and plans had 
matured to force a new route over 
Grinnell Land northward along its 
west coast out onto the Polar sea. 
‘T he campaign opened with a few 
scouting parties being sent over the 
American shores to explore the way 
and seek the game haunts. Their 
mission was only partly successful, 
because of the storms. At sunrise of 
I? SNOE (Feb. 19), the May expedition 
embarked on its voyage to the Pole. 
It consisted of l l men and 103 dogs, 
drawing eleven heavily laden sledges. 
'Hie expedition left the Greenland 
shore and pushed westward over the 
ltroubled Ice of Smith sound. The 
gloom of the long night was relieved 
only by a few hours of daylight. The 
chill of the whiter was felt at its 
worst As we crossed the heights of 
Ellesmere sound to tbs Pacific slope 
temperature sank to minus 83 
j 
tigrade. 
Several dogs, were tro­ 


ll rgent Need of Haste. 
“For several days after the sight 
of known land was lost the overcast 
sky prevented an accurate determina­ 
tion of our positions. On March 30 
the horizon was partly cleared and 
new land was discovered. 
Our ob­ 
servations gave our position as lati­ 
tude 94.47, longitude 86.36. There was 
urgent need of rapid advance. 
Our 
main mission did not permit a detour 
for the purpose of exploring the coast. 
Here were seen the last signs of solid 
earth; beyond, there was nothing sta­ 
ble to be seen. 
“We advanced steadily over the 
monotony of moving ice and now 
found ourselves beyond the range of 
all life—neither footprints of bears 
nor the blowholes of seals were de­ 
tected. Even the microscopic creat 
urea of the deep were no longer under 
us. The maddening Influence of the 
shifting desert' of frost became almost 
unendurable in the daily routine. The 
surface of the pack offered less and 
less trouble and the weather improved, 
but there still remained the life-sap- 
piitg wind, which drove despair to its 
lowest recess. 
The extreme cold com 
polled physical action. Thus day after 
day our weary legs spread over big 
distances. Incidents 
and 
positions 
were recorded, but adventure was 
promptly forgotten in the next day’s 
efforts. The night of April 7 was 
made notable by the swinging of the 
sun at midnight over the northern ice. 
Sunburns and frost bites were now 
recorded on the same day, but the 
double days’ glitter infused quite an 
incentive into one’s life of shivers. 
"Our observation on April 6 placed 
the camp in latitude S6.36, longitude 
94.2. 
Much of Their Work Lest. 
"In spite of what seemed long 
marches, we advanced but little over 
IOO miles. 
Much of our work was 
lost in circuitous twists, around troll 
blesome pressure lines and high ir­ 
regular fields. A very old ice drift, 
too, was driving eastward with suffi­ 
cient force to give some anxiety. Al­ 
though still equal to about fifty miles 
daily, the extended marches and the 
long hours for traveling with which 
fortune favored us earlier were no 
longer possible. We weve now about 
200 miles from the pole and sledge 
loads were reduced. One dog after an­ 
other went into the stomachs of the 
hungry survivors, until the teams 
were considerably diminished in num­ 
ber, but there seemed to remain a 
sufficient balance for man and brute 
to push along into the heart of the 
mystery to which we had set our 
selves. 
"On April 21 we had reached 89 de­ 
grees 59 minutes, 46 seconds. The 
pole was in sight. We covered the 
remaining 14 seconds and made a few 
final observations. I told Etukishook 
and Ahwelsh (the accompanying Es 
kimos) that we had reached the ‘Great 
Nail.’ Everywhere we turned was 
south. W ith a single step we could 
pass from one side of the earth to the 
other; from midday to midnight. At 
last the flag floated to the breezes at 
the Pole. 
It was April 21, 1908. 
"The tem perature was minus 38 
centigrate, barometer 29.83, latitude 
90; as for the longitude, it was noth 
ing, as it was but a word. 
“Although 
crazy 
with 
joy, 
our 
spirits began to undergo a feeling of 
weariness. 
Next day, after taking all 
our observations, a sentiment of in 
tense solitude penetrated us while we 
looked at the horizon. Was it possl 
blo that this desolate region, without 
a patch of earth, had aroused the am 
bition of so many men for so many 
centuries. There was no ground, only 
an immensity of dazzling white snow, 
no living being, no point to break the 
frightful monotony. 
“On April 28 we started on our re­ 
tort!.”

FROM THE SHETLAND ISLANDS 


First Message Came Announcing the 
Successful 
Termination 
of 
the 
American Explorer’s Quest for the 
North Pole—American Legation at 
Copenhagen Crowded With Visitors 
Pleased Over Cook’s Sucoeaa. 


Copenhagen, 
Sept 
2.—T hat 
Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, the American ex­ 
plorer, reached the North Pole in his 
expedition which has just ended, was 
given full credence here, although de­ 
tails are lacking of his dash across the 
ice. 
A message was received at the colo­ 
nial office here via Lerwick, Shetland 
islands, announcing that Dr. Cook had 
reached the Pole April 21, 1908. This 
dispatch was sent by a Greenland offi­ 
cial on board the Danish government 
steamer Hans Egede, which passed 
Lerwick en route for Denmark, and 
read as follows: 
"We have on board the American 
traveler, Dr. Cook, who reached the 
North pole April 21, 1908. 
Dr. Cook 
arrived at Upernivik (the northern­ 
most Danish settlement in Greenland 
on an Island off the west coast) in 
May of 1809 from Cape York (in the 
northweet part of Greenland on Baffin 
bay). 
The Esquimaux of Cape York 
confirm Dr. Cook’s story of his jour­ 
ney.” 
It is understood that the Danish 
consul at Lerwick, where the Hans 
Egede remained for two hours, was 
officially notified of Dr. Cook’s success 
in his attem pt to reach the Pole, but 
that he was bound to secrecy concern­ 
ing the extent and nature of the ex­ 
plorer’s discoveries. Director Ryberg, 
head of the Greenland administration 
bureau, said that he did not expect 
to receive any further details of Dr. 
Cook's achievements before the ar­ 
rival of the Hans Egede at this port, 
which probably will be Saturday af­ 
ternoon. 
The vessel will m ake no 
stops on the voyage from Lerwick to 
Copenhagen. 
Dr. Ryberg proceeded to the Ameri­ 
can legation and informed the minis­ 
ter, Dr. Maurice F. Egan, th at Dr. 
Cook had roached the North Pole. The 
announcement caused the greatest en­ 
thusiasm 
throughout the city 
and 
many Americans called at the lega­ 
tion to congratulate the 
minister. 
Among these was Alexander Kouta cf 
New York, a personal friend of Dr. 
Cook, who said that he had believed 
the explorer had perished long ago. 
The legation was overcrowded witli 
visitors.

Pittsburg, Supt 2.—The dispute be­ 
tween tho miners and operators of the 
Pittsburg district affect log 18,000 men, 
7,000 of Whom hare been on strike for 
over a week, was settled at a confer­ 
ence between the operators and the 
national sxecatlvt board members of 
the United Mins W orkers of America, 
with National President Thomas L. 
Lewis of the organisation. 
A notice will be posted in all the 
mines in this district telling the min­ 
ers th a t the recent order of the coal 
companies that black powder must be 
used to mining coal is rescinded for 
the present. To secure this conces­ 
sion on the part of the operators, 
President Lewis appointed a commit­ 
tee from th e miners’ organization, 
which win go to WHkeebarre, Pa., to 
confer with Chief Mine 
Inspector 
James E. Roderick of Pennsylvania, 
asking th at a thorough investigation 
of the use of black powder or "safety” 
powder be made by the state. The 
state authorities ordered the use of 
the powder, but the m iners contend 
that it shatters the coal to such an ex­ 
tent th a t their earnings are greatly 
decreased. 
The district officials of the miners’ 
union took no part in the conference, 
owing to tho differences existing be­ 
tween them and the national board. 
It is expected that a m ajority of the 
miners will return to work today.

Sleepy Eye, Minn., Sept. 2.—Armed 
with a 38-caliber revolver, John F. 
Hayner went into the private office of 
former State Senator George W. Som­ 
erville and behind closed doors shot 
Somerville twice, both balls entering 
the body of the victim. 
The shooting took place not more 
than three minutes after the door was 
closed. The only statem ent made by 
Somerville was that Hayner told him, 
"I want you to make that right,” and 
began shooting him. 
Somerville was 
struck by the first bullet in the left 
wrist, entering the left lung above the 
heart, the bullet remaining in the 
body. 
The second bullet entered the body 
of the victim in the bacV just below 
the heart, passing through the body. 
The bullet was picked up on the floor. 
After shooting Somerville, Hayner 
tried to shoot himself, the bullet 
missing his head and going into the 
ceiling.

Dr. Cook Says His Venture W as Suc­ 
cessful. 
New York, Sept. 2.—"Successful, 
Well. Address Copenhagen. 
—"Fred.” 
Full of meaning if "successful” were 
interpreted to indicate th at he had 
reached the North Pole, the foregoing 
cable message, exasperating in its 
briefness, was received in New York 
from Dr. 
Frederick A. 
Cook, the 
American explorer, whom the latest 
cable advices credit with having ac­ 
complished what no man ever did. The 
message was sent, not to any scien­ 
tific society nor to any of his asso­ 
ciates in his expedition from a scien­ 
tific viewpoint, but to hts wife, who 
has been counting the days and hours 
and praying for his safety since his 
departure from this city on July 4, 
1907. 
But by chance Mrs. Cook was not 
at her Brooklyn home, but spending 
the summer at Harpswell, Me., so the 
dispatch was received by Dr. R. T. 
Davidson, a personal friend of the 
explorer, 
who 
made 
its 
contents 
known, then flashed the good news on 
to Mrs. Cook. Brief as it was, it was 
the first news that she had had from 
her intrepid husband since March 17, 
1908, when he wrote from Capo Hub 
bard on the edge of the polar ice sea 
on the northwest side of Ellesmere 
Land. At that time he advised his 
companion, Rudolph Franks, then sta­ 
tioned at Atah, Greenland, with sup­ 
plies, to wait there until June for hi3 
return, but in the event of Dr. Cook’s 
failure to appear to proceed to Amer­ 
ica- 
Franke waited as instructed, but 
as Dr. Cook failed to come back, he 
caught the Peary auxillary ship and 
reached New York last fall. 
Since 
that time, Dr. Cook’s whereabouts has 
been a mystery, although members of 
the Arctic club in this city, viewing 
the situation optimistically, w ere In­ 
clined to think that he had roached 
the pole despite his long absence.

International Cup Raea Chief Event. 
Tests For Dirigible and Spherical 
Balloons Included In the Program. 
Why the Wrights Declined to Enter 
the Conteete. 


A summer’s activity and progress In 
ivlatlon In France which have exceed­ 
ed the dreams of the most enthusiastic 
followers of the sport will be crowned 
by the assembling of the most re­ 
nowned aeroplanists at a “week of 
aviation,” arranged to open at Rbelms 
on Aug. 22. 
The entries for the various events on 
the program include Latham, mono 
plane; Bleriot. monoplane; Delagrange, 
biplane with tall; Farman, biplane; 
Sommer, biplane; Santos-Dumont, mo­ 
noplane; Count de Lambert and Tis- 
sandier, pupils of Wilbur Wright, and 
Demarest, monoplane; Esnault-Pelte- 
rle, monoplane; Gobron, biplane with 
tall; De Hue, biplane with tall; Ru- 
chonuet, biplane; Guffroy, monoplane, 
and Glenn II. Curtiss, who will be the 
official representative of the Aero Club 
of America. 
The nations laking part 
Include France, America, Austria, Eng­ 
land and Italy. 
Declination of the Wrights. 
It was hoped that the W right broth­ 
ers would enter, but they declined, it 
is understood, on the ground that they 
objected to the clause Id the rules al­ 
lowing machines to stop during the 
running of the races. On the opening 
day the French entries will hold an 
elimination race to select three pilots 
who will represent the Aero Club of 
France in the principal event of the 
week, that of the international cup of 
aviation, which will be contested 'Tor 
on the final day of the meet. 
This race is for twenty kilometers 
(about twelve and a half miles), and 
the winner will be the aeroplanist who 
covers the distance in the shortest 
time. 
The race will be run twice 
around a special course measuring ten 
kilometers (about six and a quarter 
miles), but, owing to the necessity of 
making wide sweeps at the turns, the 
actual distance covered will be consld- 
erably in excess of that distance. 
One Prize of $20,000. 
In addition to the international race 
several other distinct events will be 
held, 
five 
for aeroplanes, one for 
dirigible balloons and one for spherical 
balloons. The Grand Prix de la Cham­ 
pagne. aggregating $20,000. will be 
awarded to the pilot of the aeroplane 
which has covered the greatest dis­ 
tance without a renewal of fuel or 
without coming in contact with the 
ground. 
The Prix de Vitesse (speed test) over 
a distance of thirty kilometers, will be 
run on Aug. 23 and 29, the prizes of a 
total amount of $4,000 to be distributed 
among the first four competitors. The 
Prix de Passagers. on Aug. 23. will be 
awarded to the pilot who bas carried 
the greatest number of passengers a 
distance of ten kilometers. 
As it is 
possible that several aeroplanists will 
cover this distance with the same num­ 
ber of passengers, in such case the 
prize of $2,000 will be awarded to the 
pilot among them making the fastest 
time. 
On Sunday, Aug. 29, the Prix de 
l’Altitude will be contested, the prize 
of $2,000 to go to the aviator attaining 
the greatest height, the method of 
measurement being a registering ba 
rometer carried on the aeroplane. 
No 
prize will be awarded for height less 
than fifty meters, or ICS feet. 
For dirigible balloons there is a purse 
of $2,000 for five rounds of the course, 
or fifty kilometers, which may be at­ 
tempted any day of the meet in day­ 
light. 
Although the number of dirigi­ 
bles to compete is yet unknown, the 
French minister of war has given as­ 
surances that France will send at least 
one military airship. 
The spherical balloon contest will be 
in the form of a landing competition. 
The event is open to pilots of the Aero 
Club of France, aud four prizes are of­ 
fered. 
Hug* Aerodrome Being Built. 
The aerodrome is being arranged on 
the plain of Bethany, at the portal of 
the city of Rheims, which in 1901 was 
the scene of a military review of 150,- 
000 troops before the czar of Russia. 
Seats and stands are being constructed 
there to accommodate a vast number 
of spectators. 
The task of properly preparing for 
this imposing aerial meet is naturally 
stupendous. The first thought has been 
that of preventing accidents, and a 
stout barricade has been built around 
the course to prevent spectators from 
invading the aerodrome proper. 
Nu­ 
merous aeroplane and balloon sheds 
have been constructed, and an im­ 
mense garage for automobiles is laid 
out and a tes tau rant set up, and for 
the convenience of the public a spe­ 
cial railroad station is building direct­ 
ly behind the grand stands, so that 
visitors may step from the trains di­ 
rectly to the aerodrome.

Postmaster General Submits 


Reform Plans. 


WOULD CUT DOWN EXPENSES 


Head of Postoffice Department Ambi­ 
tious Ie Economize Without Impair­ 
ing 
tho 
Service—Practical 
Men 
Have Been Given the Task of Work­ 
ing Out tho Reforms Contemplated. 


No Clue te Bandit. 
Lewistown, Pa., Sept 2.—After fol­ 
lowing out all possible dues. Chief of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Detectives 
Turner, who is conducting the search 
for the lone highwayman who held up 
the express train at Lewistown Nar 
rews Tuesday, admitted that he had 
been unable to find any trace of the 
bandit. Despite the reports that 
large quantity of currency was taken, 
the railroad officials atilt maintain that 
the only booty secured was a hag of 
Llnooln pennies. 


Beverly, Mass., Sept. 2.—Postmaster 
General Hitchcock had an important 
conference with President Taft re­ 
garding the plans he had formulated 
for cutting down expenses in the pos­ 
tal department. He told the president 
that according to the latest estimates, 
the postoffice department will show a 
deficit for the fiscal year ended June 
30, last, of more than $20,000,000. This 
is the largest deficit the postal service 
ever has known and Mr. Hitchcock in­ 
formed the president that it was his 
purpose and ambition to show a ma­ 
terial decrease in the amount every 
year that he has control of the de­ 
partment. The deficit for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1908, was about 
$16,000,000. The increase aa nearly as 
can be ascertained wha due in part to 
extensions of the service, to the busi­ 
ness depression during the first part 
of the fiscal year and to cumbersome 
and expensive methods of handling 
the mail and in other departments of 
postal work. 
Mr. Hitchcock la facing the prob­ 
lem of how to cut down expenses so 
as to materially reduce the deficit and 
at the same time to keep the postal 
service up to its present high state of 
perfection. 
To this end he is to have 
a complete examination of the meth­ 
ods in vogue in every branch of the 
service. 
The postmaster general now has at 
work in Washington a commission of 
some forty experts examining the 
registry department, which has been 
showing a growing deficit year after 
year. 
When the registry commission ha3 
finished its labors Mr. Hitchcock will 
summon another commission of money 
order experts to make a similar ex­ 
amination of the money order depart­ 
ment. This division also has been 
showing a growing deficit, whereas I 
the 
postm aster general 
thinks 
it 
should soon he placed on a self-sup­ 
porting basis. In fact, Mr. 
Hitch­ 
cock believes that the whole postal 
service eventually can be put on a 
similar basts. 
Practical Men at Work. 
Many suggestions and recommenda­ 
tions have been made from tim e to 
time in the past, but now practical 
men have been given the task of work­ 
ing out the reform and the postmaster 
general intends to keep the various 
commissions in W ashington until they 
have concluded their labors and made 
a report. 
After the money order division has 
received an overhauling work will be 
begun on the rural free delivery sys­ 
tem. This system was received with 
so much enthusiasm that in some in­ 
stances it was expanded far beyond 
the needs of the sections served. Mr. 
Hitchcock believes that in some cases 
the rural deliveries can be made by 
contract at a saving to the govern­ 
ment. It is not the intention to inter­ 
fere with the efficiency of the rural 
free delivery service in any way. It 
is the purpose to ascertain here, as it 
were, if there is any waste of efforts 
or funds, and to conserve both. 
The subject of the “franking" privi­ 
lege of the sending of m atter through 
the mails free by government officials 
and members of congress also will 
come in for a share of consideration in 
the effort to maintain the efficiency 
of the service and at the same time 
to save money wherever a saving can 
be effected. 
It has been practically 
impossible to ascertain just what the 
sending of “deadhead” m atter through 
the mails has cost the postoffice de­ 
partment. 
The custom has grown of recent 
years in Washington, however, of 
sending out many government docu­ 
m ents as "registered mail.” This sys 
tem has been very expensive and is 
in part responsible for the heavy de­ 
ficit of $8,000,000 In the registry dlvl 
si od

of economy in the postal service.

Not content with opening Marble 
House, at Newport, for suffragist lec­ 
tures and giving the National Wom­ 
an’s Suffrage association 
luxurious 
headquarters on Fifth avenue, New 
York, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont an­ 
nounced the other day that she is 
building an addition, to be called the 
armory, an exact reproduction of a 
room in the late Mr. Belmont’s house, 
Belcourt, at Newport, in her new house 
at 1477 Madison avenue, New York, 
which is to be devoted to the cause 
next winter. 
This new house is now 
nearing completion, the architect prom­ 
ising that it will be ready for occu­ 
pancy on the 1st of January. 
“Since the house has been started," 
Bald Mrs. Belmont recently in her 
apartment at the St. Regis hotel, in 
New York. “I have become an ardent 
suffragist, and it seemed to me that I 
could serve the cause in no better way 
than by providing a large hall in which 
prominent suffragists might lecture 
during the winter. 
So I asked my 
architect to arrange for this armory, 
which will be decorated with the armor 
which hangs in a similar hall in Mr. 
Belmont's old Newport home, Bel­ 
court. I shall of course use the room 
for other purposes, but my incentive 
in building it was to devote it to the 
cause of woman’s suffrage. 
"My enthusiasm for suffrage grows 
all the time. 
Every one of my chil­ 
dren is sympathetic with me in regard 
to the work. Two of my sons—W. K. 
Vanderbilt Jr., and Harold Vander­ 
bilt—have promised to sit on the plat­ 
form at the public lectures which will 
be given at Marble House on Aug. 24 
snd 28. 
Will Try to Interest the Men. 
"You see. I believe that one of the 
weaknesses in the fight hitherto has 
been the fact that more men were not 
Interested in suffrage. I shall endeav­ 
or to interest the men of my acquaint­ 
ance. if in no other way, a t least finan­ 
cially. 
"You see, I d o n t believe in individ­ 
ual work in any case. All the work for 
a cause like this must be collective, 
and that is why I have thrown myself 
Into the fight with the existing suf­ 
fragist institutions: 
I shall work en­ 
tirely with the city, state and national 
J institutions. 
Of course I am getting 
up a special league of my own, but 
that is only one small part of this 
large body. 
"Just now I am especially interested 
in making a success of the lectures 
which are to be given at Marble 
House. On the first occasion Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw will speak and on tin* 
second Professor Charles Zueblin. The 
tickets for these lectures are $5 each. 
and the money raised will be devoted 
entirely to the campaign. 
"Until now I have always felt that it 
was best not to open Marble House to 
public view because it has been used

"I have studied the question of suf­ 
frage in England thoroughly. I have 
talked with Mrs. Pankhurst and her 
daughter, and I have been to innumer­ 
able meetings, and I am convinced 
that more militant methods must be 
adopted in the United States if we 
hope to succeed. 
I do not think it is 
necessary to go so far as the English 
suffragettes do, but I do think that we 
shall have to struggle to gain what we 
want.
